The Labor Department said to 
day that the consumer price index 
rose ! 2 of I per cent between May 
and June

cent mark for the first time 
The increase means cost of liv­ 
ing pay increases ranging up to 
4 cents an hour for approximately 
650,000 workers in trucking and in 
electrical and 
aircraft factories 
whose wage contracts provide for 
changes based on the consumer 
price index for June. 
Ewan Hague, commissioner of 
the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics 
which computes the index, said he 
expects the cost of living to rise 
again in July. But he said it prob 
ably will go down in August unless

decline in later months of the year, 
reversing an upward trend that be­ 
gan in April, 1956.
